When I knew 
Kevin he resided there with roommates, 
and worked in a bakery. He was a 
cartographer by education, and 
traveler by experience; in the summer 
of 1984 he spent the summer in 
Anchorage working and seeing The Great 
Land, and it was then we met and got 
to know each other personally. We 
came to know each other as co-players 
in Mark Lar2elere's Appalling Greed, 
the best damn three-week players' zine 
ever. Kevin & I also got together 
briefly in Portland in December 1985. 
If I had the money to hire a private 
investigator, I would send him to the 
annual Shakespearean festival held in 
southern Oregon, for Kevin was telling 
me he hadn't missed it in eight years. 
I'm sure that he hasn't to this day, 
and all I wish would be for a card 
from him letting me know that the 
world is not such a serious place 
after all. 



Who could 

forget a guy who lived in La Luz , New 
Mexico? Bob & I met in a game a long, 
long time ago in a zine far, far back 
in my memory. I bel ieve it ended in a 
two way draw between us in ' a DIAS 
game, so you know that had to* be the 
start of something good. don't 
think we ever played in anottser game 
together , but he was a charter subber 
to The Prince . He even briefly ran a 
sub -sub z i ne , Go si ing . ( Probab ly an 
inside joke between he and Kev in Tighe 
I never got. ) Bob and I were 

te lephone d ip lomats so we had a chance 
to get to know each other a little 
better. He worked for the federal 
government doing some sort of research 
testing on monkeys in the New Mexican 
desert . The thought was always too 
Hi tchcock-esqe for me to question him 
closer on. Towards the end of our 
contact he told me he had started up a 
little seafood business on the side. 
He would drive to the Gulf of Mexico, 
load up on fresh seafood from the 
dock, and dr i ve back to La Luz and 
sel 1 it (at an enormous profit, I 
would imagine). Bob & I lost touch 
during my divorce travails, and 1 
still wonder where the effects of dip, 
monkeys and fish have taken him to 
this day. 



Mcirk L.UE'Cli - I cannot recall if Mark & I ever played in a gam 
together. I think so, and he probably was in on a thugging of me which is why 
resist recalling the game. What I do remember is that we started publishing ou 
z ines at about the same t i me , back in the summer of 1982 . I chose the rathe 
boring name of The Prince , but Mark forever enshrined himself in the annals o 
hobby history by dreaming up and going with the name, Thirty Miles of Bad Road 
I cannot say if this was autobiographical , but as every pubber knows, theii 
z ine ' s name has some self-ref lec t ion to i t . I cannot pick out any qual i ty o- 
Mark ' s z ine that stood out , but many other subber s of his will attest to ai 
ambiance and character of TMoBR that had a powerful attraction. All now that ii 
left of Mark (from th is viewpo int of the wor Id ) is the rock -so lid address o- 
Box 2424 Bloomington, IN. No response to date, which may portend more than tht 
thirty miles Mark may have been hop ing f or .

Question: Your zlne was 

based on Machiavelli...have you 
ever. ..in the zine, the hobby or life 
used his principles? If so, how? 

ME I NEL : As to whether I have emp loyed 
Mach i ave Ill's principles, that's a 
tough one for me to answer. Obviously 
I admire him to some degree, si nee I 
chose to name my zine after his 
greatest work. But on the other hand , 
Nicco lo was trying to curry favor at 
the time he wrote it, so it is 
difficult to determine if this 
approach to life is a rea listic one 
( espec ially for am enli gh tened EOth 
century mind ) . 



I had a tough time with this question, 
so I asked my wi f e to answer the 
quest ion for me. She thought that I 
didn't d irect ly employ his methods, 
but I seemed to nevertheless ach ieve 
my goals. (I guess I make it look 
ef f or 1 1 ess ) That response gave me a 
thread to base my answer on: I try to 
see potential problems/ opportunities/ 
chal lenges f ar enough in advance where 
i t doesn ' t take a Mach i ave 1 1 ian effort 
to get what I want - just a little 
nudge here and there. In a pi nch , 
though, the end very often just if ies 
the means, and realpol itik works more 
often than not.

Pr i or to 1986 I rece i ved 
dozens of z i nes , since then I get 
maybe three or four. I rea 1 1 y don't 
know what's going on today in the 
hobby . My_ biggest change is that I 
have found my comfort level of 
participation in the hobby, one that 
fits in well with my other pursuits. 
Runn i ng two games and p 1 ay i ng in one 
or two is what I can fit into my 1 ife 
and still have fun . 

I try to stay pi ugged into the hobby 
throw the "institutional" pub lications 
- Diplomacy World , Everyth i no . and 
Zine Register . Of course , these don't 
capture the "feel " of what 1 s going on 
in the hobby. I will say the hobby 
seems ca lmer , but hey , I'm way up here 
in Alaska getting boring zi nes , how 
else could I think? 



Ques t i O PI I Have you ever met 
Mark Lew? If so, describe him. 

I met Mark Lew in the summer of 1985 
when Kevin T i ghe was here. At the 
t ime , he was like a senior in high 
schoo 1 and had never left the city 
limits of Anchorage.

QUESTION: You had a lot ot 

goals when you first started publishing.

MEINEL: The goals I started out with were 
fairly simple at the time; to run a good 
game of Dip for the players. In that 
respect , I think I have achieved that 
goal (with some allowances made for going 
through a rough divorce). Beyond that, I 
did take a stab at running articles, 
cartoons (never letters) and the like, 
and 1 was making some headway . But the 
extra effort involved in adding these 
character i sties contributed to the near 
f 1 ame-out around i ssue tt<*9 . Th is i ssue 
#100, then, is sort of a lame attempt to 
"make up" to my subbers for the severity 
of the warehouse quality they have been 
subjected to for so very long. 



Another goal, I may add, is for the zine 
to look sharp. That has slipped over the 
years, and it's due to sheer laziness on 
my par t . That , and want ing to get the 
zine out of the house as quickly as 
possible once the games are adjudicated.

About the only thing that 
pisses me off as a pubber 
is NMR's.. Not so much for 
the playe'rs, that's part 
of the game.

ORIGINS OF THE PRINCE 



Admittedly, these comments are coming 
some ten years after the fact and as 
such may be colored by nostalgia. 
Never the less , a 100th reunion i ssue 
would not be complete without at least 
an attempt to explain how this zine 
was started .

The game 
reports were perfect with regards to 

layout and appearance. Each game had 
a logo, was clear to read and looked 
sharp. When I started running games 
in The Prince . I patterned a lot of my 
reports af ter his ; the separate 
presentation of interim seasons, and 
starting GM announcements with various 
punctuation marks (& - The game 
deadl ine is...) are directly taken 
from LSD . His chatter was always easy 
to read and fit in well with his 
publishing style, and again, I tried 
to pattern my level of chat ter after 
him. Any credit for game reporting 
should go to Mike, not me. 



A shor t while after starting in Mike's 
zine, I also started playing in Mark 
Larzelere's Appalling Greed . This 
zine ran three week dip games , and 
came out like clockwork. It was here 
I saw the great virtue in a timely 
z ine running we 1 1 -paced games . Mark 
put his out on a ditto machine and had 
the funniest linear separators ever. 
So when I star ted my z i ne , it was with 
three week dead 1 i nes , and though I had 
to drop to four after moving to 
Alaska, I would still rather run three 
week games. Again, any credit for 
keeping the zine on a steady course 
has to be shared with the fine example 
Mark set for me in promptness. . (By 
the way, he and Kevin Tighe rur^ neck 
and neck for funniest sat i re ) K 

These two zines, then, were the great 
influences on me in 1981 and into 
1982. A third zine during that time 
period had an effect on me, but not on 
the z ine , and that was John 
Michalski's Brutus Bulletin . John 
showed that running a zine was 
supposed to be fun . John ran the best 
letter column ever, and also wrote (in 
my opinion) the most enter t a i n i ng and 
funny chatter I ever read. And his 
chatter about his daily life, hobby 
friends and life in general would run 
several pages an i ssue . Al as , John 
was so good at it that I dec ided I 
wouldn't even attempt to duplicate his 
talents in my zine. Besi des , I didn * t 
have the time". But John did have fun 
doing it, he did what he liked and let 
subbers come or go in spite of it, and 
showed if you do what you like, you'll 
develop subbers who like you. That 
lesson, I hope, I have followed with 
The Prince.
